WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—After an- 
other brief session today the House 
Rules Committee suspended public hear- 
ings on Representative Wood's resolu- 
tion to investigate whether there was a 
stock market leak on President Wilson’s 
peace note. Many Congressmen believe 
the committee will report against an 
investigation. 


No formal! action was taken by the 
committee at its executive session. 
Members stated, however, that the Wood 
resolution probably would be adversely 
reported to the House. 

Whether to recommend specific investi- 
gation of Thomas W'. Lawson’s general 
charges of stock exchange operations by 
Government officials or a broad inquiry 
into the Stock Exchange, is the question 
now being considered. 

R. W. Bolling, a brother-in-law of 
President Wilson and a member of F. A. 
Connolly & Co., brokers of Washington, 
was the first witness today. He denied 
he had anything to do with a “‘leak.’’ 

“T have nothing to say,’’ he said, ‘‘ex- 
cept that whoever is responsible for 
bringing my name into this, Represent- 


ative Wood, I believe, might send me

HANSOM GABS REAPPEAR IN 
LONDON BECAUSE OF THE WAR 


Were Thought to Have Been Banished 
by Taxis and Had Been En- 
shrined in Great Museum. 

LONDON, Jan. 10.—Under the stress of 
war hansom cabs have again become a 
frequent sight in London streets. The 
“growler’’ has always been a fixture as 
the station cab for timid country folks, 
but-the taxicab was thought to have so 
completely banished the “gondola of 
London” that it was enshrined in the 
London museum. The cab derived its 
name from the inventor, John Aloysius 
Hansom, who sold the patent away back 
in the 50’s for $50,000 to a company which 
got into difficulties and was never able 
to pay a penny of the money. 

The original Hansom, patented on Dec. 
23, 1834, had no back seat for the driver. 
The inventor was an architect who be- 
came widely known in church building 
all over England.

IN OREGON UNDER WOMAN MAYOR 


Toke Over City Government and 
Ignore Only Male Council- 
man, 

UMATILLA, Ore., Jan. 10.—Th UWma- 
tilla municipal government was turned 
over to women yesterday when Mrs. 
Laura J. Starcher, wife of the retiring 
Mayor, whom she defeated at the last 
election, took her office along with a 
woman Recorder, Treasurer and four 
“Councilmen,” all women. Her “‘in- 
augural’’ address was a sharp satire on 
“mere man.’ She began her regime by 
stating the ‘‘petticoat’’ government 
would not appoint a Marshal as the 

town had no need for one.

ZEPPELIN HIDES IN OWN SMOKE 


New Air Craft Propeller Which Is Al- 
most Noiseless. 

LONDON, Jan. 10.—A Geniéva report 
to the Daily News states that the new 
Zeppelin, L-40, according to the Neue 
Zuricher Zeitung, made a trial flight on 
Saturday over Lake Constance. The 
Zeppelin emitted dense gas clouds, with 
the result that it was invisible during 
the greater part of the flight. The pro- 
pelley was almost noiseless and the air- 
ship scarcely could be heard. Great 
activity prevails at the Zeppelin factory.

INTO $2700 PRISON 
CAMPAIGN FUND 


Ordered After McClung Fails to 
Appear Before Democratic 
Committee to Make Statement. 


SUBCOMMITTEE IS NAMED 


Discharged Penitentiary Clerk 
Called as First Witness—War- 
den’s Explanation to Friends. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 10.—The Dem- 


ocratic State Committee, after waiting 
all afternoon for Warden McClung to 
come before it and make a’ statement 
regarding the $2700 which he collected 


from officers and employes of the peni- 
tentiary in the recent campaign, ap- 
pointed a subcommittee last night fo 
take testimony and report on the prison 
campaign fund. 

The action of the committee followed 
the publication in the Post-Dispatch of 
the fact that McClung accepted contri- 
butions from prison employes after the 
employes received requests from the 
State Committee for campaign gifts, 
but that the State Committee did not 
receive the money. 

The committee yesterday, morning 
adopted a resolution requesting McClung 
to come before it and make any state- 
ment he might care to in the matter. 

J. Patrick Murphy, former assistant 
chief clerk at the penitentiary, who 
was discharged by McClung because he 
admitted members of the Legislature to 
the prison last Saturday, was summoned 
to appear before the subcommittee this 
morning to testify as to his own con- 
tribution and any others that he knows 
about. 

Murphy contributed $25. He exhibited 
a check drawn in favor of McClung and 
bearing McCluneg’s indorsement on the 
reverr> side. Murphy told the sub- 
committee his contribution was made in 
response to the call of the State Com- 
mittee and was intended for use in the 
State campaign. 

McClung is said to have repeated to 
friends last night a statement previous- 
ly made, that the money which he col- 
lected at the prison was expended in 
the judicial campaign of this judicial 
circuit, the State senatorial campaign, 
to elect Senator Sam B. Cook, who is 
president of the Central Trust Co. at 
Jefferson City, and in the congressional 
campaign. He also said $800 was turned 
over to the Cole County Committee. 

Speed Mosby, who is the member of 
the Congressional, Senatorial and Judi- 
cial Committees, told the Post-Dispatch 
those committees made no campaigns 
and received no contributions in the ra. 
cent campaign. He said he received 
$800 from McClung for. the Cole County 
campaign as chairman of the County 
Committee. 

The question of an inquiry into the 
charges of mismanagement at the peni- 
tentiary which Murphy, the discharged 
clerk, will offer to the Legislature, out- 
lined in the Post-Dispatch yesterday, 
will not be considered by the Legisla- 
ture, it appeared today, until the State 
Committee shall have disposed of its 
investigation of the $2700 campaign fund. 
Of Murphy’s many charges, one which 
seemed to command the interest of all 
legislators was that the private funds 
of convicts had been used in making 
up the payrolls. 

Murphy has a salary check, drawn in 
hig favor, which he says was drawn 
on the convict fund, and the words ‘‘con- 
vict fund”’ are stamped across the lower 
right hand corner of the check in large 
letters. This fund consists of money 
which belongs to the individual prison- 
ers. 

Most of the money in the fund is 
brought or sent to prisoners by friends 
and ‘relatives to enable them to buy ex- 
tra food frm the private store, or to 
supply themselves with other comforts 
which the rigid discipline and plain fare 
of the prison does not afford.

DRAW PRESIDENT’S SMILE 


Act After Executive Tells Them 
Votes for Women Is for 
Party to Decide.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Woman suf- 


fragists today began their “silent picket- 
ing’’ of the White House. Twelve wom- 
en from the Congressional Union for 
Woman Suffrage appeared at the two 
main gates of the White House grounds 
carrying suffrage banners inscribed, 


“Mr. President, what will you do for 
woman suffrage?’’ White House offi- 
clals said nothing would be done about 
it so long. as the women created no dis- 
turbance or attempted to enter the 
White House. 

Each of the women wore a white, pur- 
ple and yellow sash across her shoul- 
ders. They stood at attention, three on 
a side of each.of the two main gates. 
Their banners could be read for more 
than a block. 

Relieved Every Three Hotirs. 

The suffrage leaders announced that 
the picketing would be maintained from 
10 o’clock each morning until 6 o’clock 
in the evening. The “silent sentinels’ 
will be relieved every three hours. The 
announced purpose of the picketing is 
to make it impossible for President Wil- 
son to enter or leave the White House 
without being confronted with remind- 
ers of the suffrage cause. 

Just before the pickets appeared this 
morning the President went out to golf. 
The women were deployed by Miss Alice 
Paul, but she did not remain on guard. 
The President returned to the White 
House from the golf links and smiled as 
his automobile passed through a gate 
flankea by the “silent sentinels,”” who 
made no demonstration.

about the pickets, but they, refiised \to

guard. The Indians stopped and viewed 
them with silent wonder. 

The picketing was decided on after the 
President said yesterday to a delegation 
of women that “It is only through the 
instrumentality of parties that things 
can be accomplished.’’ 


Women Take President Unawnres. 
Three hundred suffragists from the 


congressional union went yesterday to 
see the President, ostensibly to present 
memorials on the death of Mrs. 
Mulholland Boissevain. When they made 
it the occasion to renew their pleas that 
he support the suffrage amendment, the 
President expressed his surprise. 

“T had not been apprised that you 
were coming here to make any repre- 
sentations or would issue an appeal 
to me,’ said. the President. ‘‘ I had 
been told *that you were coming to 
present memorials with regard to the 
very remarkable woman whom your 
cause has lost. Therefore, I am not 
crepared tg say anything further than 
I have said on previous occasions of 
this sort. 

“IT do not need to tell you where 
iny own convictions and my own per- 
sonal purpuses lie and I need not tel) you 
hy what circuimscriptiois I ain bound. 
as the leader of the party. As the 
leader of a party, My conimands come 
from the party, and not from nr-' rte 
personal convictions. My personal ac-

those who were heart and soul for this 
cause seemed so greatly to misunder- 
stand and misinterpret the attitude of 
parties.

With Col. Cody wnen he died were his 
wife and daugnter, who had hurried 
down from Cody, Wyo., the family 
home, last week to be at his bedside, 
and Mrs. L. E. Becker, the sister at 
whose home he died. 

Col. Cody had been in a state of coma 
since this morning. 

Col. Cody suffered a general nervous 
and physical breakdown in December, 
following his return from a tour of the 
country in the ‘101 Ranch’’ wild West 
show. 

‘“*You can’t kill the old scout’’ he would 
tell his physician whenever his condition 
would show improvement. When the 
doctor told him his life was ebbing 
Col. Cody accepted his fate like a stoic. 

‘‘Let the Elks and Masons take charge 
of the funeral,” he said to his sister. 
Then he turned to his business affairs, 
making suggestiong for their continu- 
ance. 

Since Jan. 5, when he was hurried 
back to his sister’s home in Denver from 
Glenwood Springs, the Colonel surprised 
all who knew his real condition by 
great powers of resistance and recuper- 
ation.

Gray Shaver of Highland Park, IIl., pe- 
titioned the Supreme Court here yester- 
day to enjoin the Baroness May de Pal- 
landt, formerly of Menominee, Mich., 
from disposing of certain stocks, for 
the recovery of which Miss Shaver har 
brought suit in Michigan. The total 
amount involved in tne action, it was 


said, is $125.000. 

Counsel! for Miss Shaver said that, 
under the terms of an agreement, Miss 
Shaver transferred money and stock 
to the Baroness. Tne agreement, it was 
said, provided that the two women were 
to live together for life and out of the 
dividends from the stock the Baroness 
was to pay the living expenses of Miss 
Shaver. 

Instead of a sincere friendship, Miss 
Shaver contends that the Baroness’ In- 
terest in her proved to be only pre- 
tended affection in furtherance of a 
conspiracy to get her property. As part 
of the alleged conspiracy, Miss Shaver 
asserted, an effort was made by a 
brother of the Baroness to marry her. 

Miss Shaver inherited $140,000 from 
her father, who was a large holder of 
stock in an airbrake company. The 
Baroness de Pellandt ts said to have re- 
ceived her title from a marriage with a 
scion of the Dutch nobility. 

Baroness de Pallandt was described in 
the Supreme Court as, “beautiful of 
face and figure, with an attractive and 
charming manner, magnetic, of quick 
wit, keen and sharp, generally luxurt- 
ously attired and a delightful entertain- 
er.” 

The rich young woman had accepted 
the brother before, she says she learned 
that he was living on what his sister 
gave him, then she called off the en- 
gagement. 

This incident in the attachment be- 
tween the two women, which began in 
1901 and extended over several years, did 
not deter him, says Miss Shaver, from 
inducing her to invest $10,000 In a motors 
company started by him, which amount 
she lost. 

Justice Cohalan deferred argument to 
Friday. In the meantime a temporary 
injunction is in effect preventing the 
Baroness from transferring any more of 
the shares.

Government Attorney Touches on 
Congress’ Power to Regulate 
Wages of Railroad Men. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Final argu- 
ments in the Adamson act test case 
were heard by the Supremé Court today. 
With the closing address in behalf of 
the Government by Frank Hagerman of 
Kansas City, Mo., special assistant to 
the Attorney-General, the case was sub- 

mitted to the Court. : 

In closing his address, Hagerman 
touched on the power of Congress to reg- 
ulate wages of railroad employes in in- 
terstate commerce. This authority is 
vigorously maintained by Government 
counsel in defending the Adamson act 
as an incident of constitutional regula- 
tion of interstate commerce. 

Special attention was given by the 
Federal counsel to the charge that the 
Adamson act was unworkable. By put- 
ting into effect new contracts with em- 
ployesa on an eight-hour basis, which, it 
is contended, are demanded by the new 
law, the legal forces defending the act 
insisted the ends of the law could be 
easily attained.

One Said to Be Unsigned State- 
ment That Kansas City Boy 
Sanctioned Whipping. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—With the police 
of many cities searching for Harry K. 
Thaw, wanted here to answer to an in- 
dictment charging him with assaulting 
and kidnaping Frederick Gump Jr., 19 
years old, of Kansas City, Mo., it de- 
veloped today that the man whom the 
police at Philadelphia have arrested is 
not George F. O’Byrnes, Thaw’s body- 
guard, alleged to have been involved in 
the enticing of Gump to New York last 
Christmas. 

Frank P. Walsh, counse! for the Gump 
family, consulted the District Attorney 
on his return here.today from Philadel- 
phia. He informed the Prosecutor that 
the man in custody in that city is Oliver 
Brower of Utica, N. Y. Brower aided 
Thaw in Utica last October, when Thaw 
conducted a political campaign there 

te 
against a Supreme Court Justice who 
had denied the man who killed Stanford 
White a write of habeas corpus during 
Thaw’s legal fight to obtain his release 
from the Matteawan State Hospital for 
the Insane. 

According to Walsh's story to the 
prosecutor today, Thaw apparently left 
in Brower’s care at a Philadelphia ho- 
tel a number of letters and documents. 
One of these, according to the lawyer, 
is an agreement drawn up, but not 
signed, whereby Gump set forth that he 
had no objection to being whipped. The 
charge against Thaw is that he lashed 
Gump with a whip during Christmas 
night in Thaw's rooms in a New York 
hotel. 


Brower Not Among Accused. 
Brower is held in Philadelphia on a 


technical charge. He is not involved 
in the accusations mentioned in the in- 
dictment against Thaw and O’Byrnes, 
but acted, Walsh alleges, as Thaw’s 
emissary after Thaw left New York 
subsequent to the escape of Gump from 
the hotel here. Thaw is understood to 
have sent Brower to look for Gump in 
the hope of preventing the youth from 
telling of the alleged incidents of 
Christmas night. 

It was explained that Brower was at 
the hetel where Thaw stopped in Phila- 
delphia last week and that Thaw left 
his papers in Brower’s care, not believ- 
ing the man would be questioned if pub- 
licity was given to any story Gump 
might tell the authofrftles. ‘This ac- 
counted for the bellef:that' Brower was 
O’Byrnes when Brower was found with 
Thaw's papers in his possession. 

A dispatch today from Stroudsburg, 
Pa., says that Thaw, accompanied by 
two friends, arrived there yesterday in 
an automobile from Philadelphia about 
noon and departed at 1:30 p. m. for 
Scranton. The party remained _in 
Stroudsburg only long enough for lunch- 
eon at a hotel. 

Thaw is known to have been in Phila- 
delphia Monday, but it is said there he 
departed Monday night for Washington 
and that he intended to leave the na- 
tional capital last night for Pittsburg, 
his home. The aggregrate penalty for 
the offenses charged against Thaw 
would be 55 years—five years for assault 
and 50 years for kidnaping—and in the 
event of his conviction he would, it is 
believed, be sent back to Matteawan 
Asylum. 

Walsh, attorney for Gump, said at the 
Holland House last evening the boy 
was. at the home of relatives in this 
city and that he would not reveal the 
address. 

Lawyer Tells Boy’s Story. 

“Thaw’s acquaintance with young 
Gump goes back to December, 1915,” 
said Frank Walsh. “The elder Mr. 
Gump is one of the leading citizens of 
Kansas City, and I have known his only 
child, Fred, since infancy. /The boy's 
father became ill about two years ago, 
and when Fred was graduated from the 
Kansas City High School, the family 
moved to Long Beach, Cal. Fred en- 
rolled in the Berkeley Polytechnic In- 
stitute, but spent the week-ends with 
his parents in Long Beach, and it was 
on one of these occasions that Thaw 
met the lad in an ice cream pavilion. 

“Fred, a fine-looking chap, appeared 
to interest Thaw who told the boy he 
would like to have him go back to 
Pittsburg with him, where a fine job 
could be had. Gump declined the of- 
fer, and they parted. ‘This was early

stitute. Thaw inclosed a certified check 
for $50, and urged Gump to accept the 
offer. 
Meets Gump in New York. 
“After thinking the matter over Mr. 


Gump advised his son to take the 
chance at the Carnegie school and 
Thaw was advised of the decision. Ina 


wire he directed Gump to come to New 
York and put up at the McAlpin, where 
further instructions would be wired to 
him. Gump arrived at the hotel Christ- 
mas eve, and there he found a note from 
Thaw telling him to eheck his valise 
and go on up to the Century Theater, 
where Thaw would be waiting for him 
with two tickets. The man and boy 
met at the playhouse and sat through 
the show when Thaw suggested they 
return to the McAlIpin. 

“At the hotel Thaw’ hhd 
big suite on the eighteenth floor, and 
had even rented two ‘adjoining rooms 
which, I think, he did to prevent 
strangers from hearing the. cries which 
later were to come from his apart- 
ment. It was Gump’s first trip away 
from home. The splendor of his bed- 
room rather bewildered him, and it 
was some time before he retired. 

“Soon Gump heard his door opened 
cautiously. Almost immediately the 
lights were switched on and the terri- 
fied lad saw Thaw, armed with a short, 
stocky whip, rushing for him. 

“The boy leaped to his feet, 
dodging Thaw, tried to get. out of the 
door and even to jump out of a window, 
All were locked. From that time until 
Gump Was almost insensible his captor 
drove the young lad around the room, 
raising great welts across the boy’s un- 
protected back, and when he had beat- 
en the boy so that his back and legs 
were covered with blood, Thaw stdépped 
and quit the room as suddenly as he 
had entered it. Young Gump lay on the 
floor all night, and in the morning 
Thaw again came in, this time accom- 
panied by his bodyguard. Thaw in- 
structed -the guard to keep the boy a 
prisoner and then left. 

Says Guard Took Youth for Walk. 

‘This was on the morning of Dec. 2— 
Christmas day—and about noon the 
guard took Gump out for a walk. He 
first threatened him with bodilv harm 
if he should attempt to break for lib- 
erty, and frequently, when the. boy 
made a move, the man tightly gripped 
his arm, acting so that anyone who .ob-

served him might think that he was 
merely fooling. The pair went to the 
Aquarium and the Bronx Zoological 
Gardens. 


“They got back to the McAlpin about 
& o'clock, and when they were itn Thaw’'s 
suite, the boy---seemingliy for the first 
time—regained his senses. He toid the 
guard that he was going down to the 
lobby for a soda, and for some reason 
O’Byrne, or whatever his name is, made 
no move to restrain him. Once free, 
Gump ran all the way from the hotel 
to the Baltimore & Ohio ferry and took 
the first train home.” 

For several nights of the holiday week 
Thaw was a prominent customer in 
Jack's restaurant on Sixth avenue, re- 
maining from late in the evening until 
just before daylight. Most of his visits 
were made in evening clothes; he added 
an unconventional touch to his garb by 
keeping his waistcoat unbuttoned. His 
principal drinks were wine and brandy. 
He seldom entered the restaurant witha 
companion; developments generally pro- 
duced table associates. 

Alleged to Have Whipped Girls. 

On Thaw’s first trial for the murder of 
Stanford White, Mrs. Susan Merrill tes- 
tified that in 1902, when she ran a room- 
ing house on West Forty-fourth street, 
Thaw hired rooms in which he subject- 
ed fully 200 young girls to fearful beat- 
ings. She swore that she paid out $25,- 
000 of money given by Thaw to compen- 
sate the victims of his whippings for 
their suffering.

common consent is this: There was a 
man named William Comstock’who had 
been called by his friends ‘Buffalo Bill’ 
because he was such a successful buf- 
falo huriter. When he heard that Cody 
was being called ‘Buffalo Bill’ too, he 
disputed his right to that title. Cody 
heard of it, and told some of the of- 
ficers of the army post that if there 
was any dispute, he for one was willing 
to settle it by an actual contest in buf- 
falo killing. Comstock was a8 game as 
Cody, and accepted the challenge. And 
so the plainsmen arranged the contest. 


They settled upon a huge tract of 
prairie near Sheridan, Kan., and when 
the appointed day arrived everybody 
who could reach the spot came to wit- 
ness the contest. Officers, soldiers, rail- 
road men, scouts, pioneers, and all the 
inhabitants of that country gathered in 
a large crowd. Judges were appointed 
and the two claimants to the title were 
on hand. It was an easy matter in 
those days and in that plAce to find a 
herd of buffaloes, so that within an 
hour after the start they had sighted a 
herd and started for the hunt. 

Cody Kills Most Buffaloes. 

As soon as the herd was sighted the 
two men separated each working on his 
own account and getting all the buf- 
faloes he could. Cody killed 38, to 23 
for Comstock, and the sight of 61: buf- 
faloes lying dead upon the plain must 
have been a wonderful one.

The other reason is that Johnny Ertle has 
for some time claimed the bantam crown 
and has been accepted as the champion in 
many quarters, because of the fight in 
which Williams lost on a foul.

THE ‘LAND OF 
BEGINNING AGAIN’ 


Jobs for Jobless and Homes for 
Homeless Promised on 60,000- 
Acre Tract in Louisiana. 


[In a small one-room office in the 
Holland building 
an oil promoter’ are daily working on 


two preachers and 


a scheme to establish in Louisiana a 
colony to be known as “The Land of 
Beginning Again,” where there will 
be jobs for the jobless and homes for 
the homeless. The plan involves the 
purchase and management of a tract 
of 60,000 acres at a first cost of $720,- 
000 and the “double tracking” of the 
Mississippi River at a cost that no 
one dares estimate.

sippi the promoters mean to open up 


“double tracking” the Missis- 


a new channel from a point near the 
Arkansas-Louisiana line to the Gulf 
of Mexico and divert part of the wa- 
ter it. This, they 
accomplish two purposes—relieve the 


Overflow of the main stream and 
provide a new navigable stream par- 
alleling the regular channel, or main 
“track.” 

They propose also that this new 
straight stream shall run through 
the land which they hope to acquire, 
giving them river transportation for 
their products. The question.of get- 
ting a right-of-way for the long “side 
track” has not been worked out by 
the promoters. Their land would be 
only an inconsiderable part of that 
which the new river would have to 
traverse but the matter of obtaining 
the consent of property owners has 
not worried them. 

President Is Baptist Minister. 

The organization through which these 
men are operating is called the Fed- 
Council of Industrial Circles of 
Christian and Benevolent Societies. The 
president is R. D. Jones, who says he 
is a Baptist minister. He-said to a 
ft ost-Dispatch oa today that he 
Las been secretly working on this plan 
during the five years he has been in 
Louis while people were asking and 
wondering what his business was. 

As he appeared today in his office his 
garb was far from ministerial, a shabby 
short coat revealing plainly the urgent 
need of patches on a pair of unpressed 
trousers. He had long black hair and 
tiack beard which covered his face all 
bat his eyes and nose. He talked rapid- 
ly and with the enthusiasm of one with 
a vision of a great work to be accom- 
plished. 

The treasurer is th tev. G. H. Jones, 
head of a religious organization known 
es the Christian Willing Workers, who 
he has conducted services at the 
city workhouse every Sunday morning 
for 24 years. He is a Sinall man with a 
deeply furrowed brow, earnest eyes, a 
rrominent mustache, and a hitch in his 
speech. 

~. W. Oman, secretary of the Federal 
Council of Industrial Circles of Chris- 
tian and Benevolent Societies, is also 
president of the Co-Operative Oil Asso- 
ciation, a corporation with general of- 
fices at Little Rock, Ark., and business 
otfices in St. Louis. The Co-Operative 
Oi! Association hopes to get a lease on 
the oil and mineral rights of the entire 
60,000 acres in return for helping to pro- 
mote the plan to get control of the land.

Land Owned by Eatate. 

The land is owned by an estate,i ac- 
cording to Oman, which wants to sell 
it outright and refused to consider the 
proposition of the Co-operative Oil As.- 
sociation to lease it. Consequently, 
Oman conceived the plan of forming a 
vast association to buy the land upon 
terms which will allow his oil com- 
pany to retain a lease, He says there 
are lange oil fields on both sides of the 
tract, which lies in St. Martin and Iber- 
ville parishes, a short distance west of 
Baton Rouge. 

The plan of financing the proposition 
is as follows: 

Each acre of the 860,000 represents a 
unit, or share, in the co-operative 
scheme. A unit sells for $12, and may 
be paid for in weekly installments es 
low as 2% cents and extending over as 
long a period as a year. One dollar of 
the $12 goes into the general treasury 
to pay current expenses and the other 
$11 into a fund which fis to be used to 
buy the land. The subscriber would not 
get a deed to any part of the land, but 
would get a profit-sharing certificate en- 
titling him to share in all the profits of 
the tract from oil, mineral, timber and 
farm products. 

The ‘‘Federal Council” would hold tf- 
tle to the land in trust and would em- 
ploy men to cut the timber and drain 
it. for some of it is swamp land. Set- 
tlers with families would be brought in 
as soon as the land was ready for till- 
ing and they would be furnished with 
all the means for farming it. The land 
would be leased to these settlers on the 
shares—half and half—or they would be 
allowed to buy it outright on long time 
and easy terms. 


The holders of profit-sharing certifi- 
cates—and there is no limit to the num- 
ber of these one person may buy—would 
be permitted to exchange their certifi- 
cates for land after the appraisement 
had been made ff they desired. But 
Oman predicted that the profits would 
be so great that no one would want to 
exchange the certificates,

The vision of Jonas and his co-labor- 
ers extends further and Includes many 
more jobs for men in need.

sition. 

A glowing picture of the profits to 
the. subscribers was painted by Oman. 
He said the marketable saw timber on 
the land is worth in the stump $750,000, 
or more than the entire tract will cost. 
Then there would be the railroad ties, 
cordwood, wood pulp and other by- 
products, not to mention the oil and 
mineral which he predicted would pro- 
duce enormous profits. 

But he and his associates insist it is 
not a money making scheme for them- 
selves, but a great benevolent plan—an 
investment for the man of little means 
and a home and a job for the man who 
is down and out. They advise the 
formation of ‘‘circles’’ representing 100 
units, or shares, each circle to have a 
treasurer who will retain possession of 
the members’ money until the deal is 
ready to be consummated. This, they 
say, would make it impossible for any 
fraud to be committed. 

The officers are preparing literature 
and getting ready to begin an active 
canvass for the sale of shares.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 10.—A bill 
providing for the appointment of three 
commissioners for the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals to aid in clearing the con- 
gested docket was introduced today by 
Representative Farris of Phelps County, 
Under the bill the commissioners could 
serve for two years and receive $6000 a 
year, the same compensation which is 
paid to the Judges of the court. They 
would hear and decide cases subject to 

the approval of the Judges.

That will serve as 
a standard menu, though, of coursé, 
there will be frequent changes. 

“In some schools we will not serve 
lunches for obvious reasons, and in 
others there will be no space; but in 
many of them we will install our kitch- 
ens, and go to work immediately. We 
pian to reach especially those children 
whose parents work and who possibly 
would go home to a cold lunch. Many 
families, I know, give the children 
money with which to purchase their 
lunch. But you know children—instead 
of purchasing nourishing food more 
often spend it on candy, pies and the 
like. Our lunches will be nutritious. — 

‘Besides serving the lunches in schools 
for white children, we have already 
made plans for service in the L’Ouver- 
ture School for Negroes, at 2612 Papin 
street. There was no room in the school 
building proper, so we rented space in 
the Mount Zion Colored Church, next 
door, and on Monday will cook our first 
meal there.’’ 

Migs Souther said that the association 
is irf great need of pots, pans, kettles 
and everything necessary to a well- 
equipped kitchen. ‘‘We will gladly ac- 
cept donations of such, and money for 
the purchase of these articles will be 
welcome,”’ she said. ‘‘We shall attempt
